1. (Currently Amended) A removable moving member for knitting having a base end 
portion and a front end portion, in which the base end portion can b e is _mount e d mountable on and 
d is mount e d dismountable f rom a travel m e an s member t hat travels along a needle bed of a weft 
knitting machine, wh i ch i s moved by b ei ng the moving member being carried by the travel m ea ns 
member w ithout using a rail for trav eli ng on l y when the moving member is mounted on the travel 
m e ans member , and I n wh i ch wherein an operation of s upporting to kn i t knitting a fabric c a n b e is 
performed at the front end portion when the base end portion is mounted on the travel member 
m e an s, comprising: 

a hook m e ans that is member provided on the base end portion, and that can b e sw i tched 
switchable between a hook state in which the hook m e ans member is mounted on the travel 
member m eaR e including w h ile hook i ng a support member provid e d i n th e hook m e ans t o be 
hooked to the travel member bv sandwiching the support member in a vertical direction^ and a non- 
hook state in which the hook means -member is not hooked on the travel ffleaRS -member : and 

a biasing m e an s that is device, provided on the base end portion, and that bias e s to bias 
with a spring^ s uch that a hook stat e of the hook m e ans member maintaining a hook state on the 
travel member f y»eaf=»s i s k e pt w hen mounted on the travel membe r m e ans to ho l d the removabl e 
moving m e mb e r by th e trav e l means , 

wherein the hook m e ans member can b e js , 6 w i tch e d switchable from the hook state to the 
non-hook state against a biasing force of the biasing means device w hen a predetennined external 
force is applied. 
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2. (Currently Amended) The removable moving member for knitting of claim 1 , wherein the 
hook moanc member includes a pair of levers that intersect each other in a middle and in a shape 
of an X, that c a n be the pair of levers being swinginglv displaceable around an intersecting portion, 
that hav e and wherein the pair of levers includes that hav e one end sides for hooking on the travel 
ffleafls -member . and that hav e other end sides for receiving the predetermined external force, and 

the biasing m ea ns device biases with a the spring and the pair of levers such that the one 
end sides move closer to each other. 

3. (Cunrently Amended) The removable moving member for knitting of claim 2, wherein the 
biasing device ffl eafls has is__a wire-shaped spring or SLplate-shaped spring th a t i s provided at a 
position closer to the one end sides of the levers with respect to the intersecting portion of the pair 
of levers of the hook meafi s member , and that has the biasing device including a middle portion 
which is curved us i ng and uses the intersecting portion as a supporting point such that both ends 
can move resiliently, and 

the pair of levers If^sm includes pressing portions that are provided on portions on the other 
end sides with respect to the intersecting portion, that and abut against the spring, and that the pair 
of levers receiveing the biasing force of the spring with bv a pressing force from the spring. 

4. (Cunrently Amended) A weft knitting machine provided with a knitting member switching 
apparatus, comprising: 

a_travel m e an s th a t i s member provided with a holder prov i d e d w i th having a support 
member on which the removable moving member for knitting according to cla i ms claim 1 can b e js 
mountod mountable : 
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a_stopping m e an s that is member provided on a path on which the travel mean s member 

travels, and that the stopping member steBS -being used to stop the removable moving member for 

knitting; 

a^switching m e ans that i s member is provided on the stopping m e ans membe r a nd that 
can app l y to appiv an external force for switching the hook meafl s member of the removable 
moving member for knitting between the hook state and the non-hook state; and 

a knitting member switching apparatus for s h i ft i ng to shift to a state in which the removable 
moving member for knitting is stopped by the stopping meafl s member , by switching the base end 
portion to the non-hook state with respect to the holder, and by applying an extemal force from the 
switching mea m member to the hook mea m member when the travel meafl s member passes by 
the stopping fflean s member while the removable moving member for knitting is mounted as the 
knitting member on the holder, awd the knitting member being further used to switch between 

for s w i tch i ng b e tw ee n k ee ping maintaining a state in which the removable moving member 
for knitting is stopped by the stopping ffleaf ^ member and shifting to the hook state in which the 
removable moving member for knitting is mounted on the holder of the travel meaR S member , by 
applying or not applying an external force from the switching m e ans member to the hook m e ans 
member , when the travel meaR S member passes by the stopping fftean s member while the 
removable moving member for knitting is stopped by the stopping meafl s member . 

5. (Currently Amended) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wherein the holder has a 
plurality of positions on which the removable moving member for knitting can b e is mountod 
mountable . and 

the knitting member switching apparatus mounts being usable to mount the removable 
moving member for knitting on the holder by selecting one from of.the plurality of positions. 
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6, (Currently Amended) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wherein the switching m e ans 
member includes: 

a stopping control lever that projects from the stopping meaft s member to one side of a 
path on which the travel ffleaR S member travels such that the stopping control lever is along the 
path, the stopping control lever that can b e being swingingly d is p l ac e d displaceable around a 
supporting point provided on the other side ofiof the path, and that can slidingly abut abutable 
against the other sides on the hook ffleaB S member when the travel meaft s member on which the 
removable moving member for knitting is mounted moves closer from the one side; 

a biasing member for biasing to bias the stopping control lever to a direction in which an 
external force for switching the hook ffleafl s member to the non-hook state member is not applied; 

a force receiving member^ th a t is provided at a positionr away ove f from the supporting 
pointT on the other side en of the path, a nd th a t to swingingly d i sp l ac es displace the stopping 
control lever in a direction in which the one side applies an external force for switching the hook 
ffleaf= ^ member to the non-hook state, against a biasing force of the biasing member, when a 
pressing force is received while the holder that is provided on the travel mean s member passes by; 
and 

a^lever lock fflean s member tl=)at to can l ocks lock a state in which the stopping control lever 
is swingingly displaced with a pressing force to the force receiving member, 

wherein the stopping m e an s ha s member includes a stopper portion that i s provided on the 
other side en of the path, and th a t al l ows to allow the travel ffleafis member to travel while 
preventing the movement of the removable moving member for knitting from mov i ng . 

7. (Currently Amended) The weft knitting machine of 4, wherein the switching means 
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member includes: 

a stopping control lever that pro je ct s , projecting from the stopping mea m member to one 
side of a path on which the travel mean s member travels such that the stopping control lever is 
along the path, that can bo the stopping control lever being swingingly d is pl a c e d displaceable 
around a supporting point provided on the other side eB of the path, and that can being slidingly 
abutable against the other sides on the hook ffleafl s member when the travel fflean s member, 
on which the removable moving member for knitting^ is mounted moves closer from the one side; 
and 

an actuator for switch i ng to switch the stopping control lever between a state in which an 
external force for switching the hook meaR S member to the non-hook state is not applied^ and a 
state in which the extemal force is applied, 

wherein the stopping m e an s ha s member includes a stopper portion that i s provided on the 
other side eft of the path, and that a l lows to allow the travel meaft s member to travel while 
preventing the movement of the removable moving member for knitting from mov i ng . 

8. (Currently Amended) The weft knitting machine of claim 6, wherein the stopping moans 
member includes: 

s topp i ng a stopper m e ans for pr e v e nt i ng to prevent the removable moving member for 
knitting from moving such so that the removable moving member for knitting does not move 
together with the holder when the travel m e ans l ets member permits the holder advafte e from 
advancing from the other side while the removable moving member for knitting is stopped, and for 
canc eli ng and to cancel the prevention when the holder passes by; and 

a sensor for d e t e ct i ng to detect whether or not th e r e is the removable moving member for 
knitting is^at the position of the stopper portion. 
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9. (Previously Presented) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wh e r ei n further comprising 
a plurality of removable moving members for knitting, a plurality of holders, and a plurality of 
stopping fflea^ s member s aro provid e d, and , wherein 

the knitting member switching apparatus is useable to selectivelv mount s mount one or a 
plurality of removable moving members for knitting on the holders that are provided^ in 
correspondence with the selected removable moving members for knitting. 

10. (Previously Presented) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wherein the removable 
moving member for knitting h as a function a s th e knitting m e mbor, as operates as a yarn feeding 
port for feeding a knitting yarn to a knitting needle. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wherein the travel m e ans 
member is a carriage that travels back and forth along a needle bed^ and that le t s provides knitting 
needless arranged side by side on the needle bed to_perfomi a knitting operation. 

12. (Previously Presented) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wherein the travel m e ans 
member travels on a path that is prov i ded so as to face faces a side on which a fabric is knitted on 
the needle bed. 

13. (Previously Presented) The weft knitting machine of claim 4, wherein the stopping 
fy>eaB 6 member , the switching fflean s member , and the knitting member switching apparatus are 
movable can mov e. 
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14. (Previously Presented) The weft Kknitting machine of claim 7, wherein the stopping 
fflean s member includes: 

stopping a stopper means for pr e v e nting to prevent the removable moving member for 
knitting from moving such that the removable moving member for knitting does not move together 
with the holder when the travel moans l ots member permits the holder advanc e f rom advancing 
from the other side whiled the removable moving member for knitting is stopped, and to cancel fof 
canc eli ng the prevention when the holder passes by; and 

a sensor for d e t e ct i ng to detect whether or not th e r e i s the removable moving member for 
knitting is.at the position of the stopper portion. 
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
